She said that while assigned to the American 
Consulate in Sao. Paulo, Captain Chandler was a student 
at the University of Sao Paulo, and had numerous 
students as acquaintances. However, these were most 
generally classroom acquaintanceships, and 
could recall no names or other information to identify 
these people. On a few occasions she had met some of 
these people, but only briefly, at a social or school | 
function, and likewise, she had no recollection of their | 
identities. 2
